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Sitting MPs to stand again as May announces snap polls

PRIME Minister Theresa May 
shocked voters, pundits, and even 
her own party’s MPs as she called 
a snap general election for June 8. 

Epsom and Ewell will go to the 
polls just under a year after turn¬ 
ing out in the in-out EU referen¬ 
dum last June, and less than a 
month after voting in the Surrey 
County Council elections. 

Mrs May backtracked on her 
previous position that she would 
not call an election in Tuesday’s 
(April 18) announcement, argu¬ 
ing she wanted to secure a strong 


mandate for discussions as Brit¬ 
ain prepares to leave the European 
Union. 

Senior Tories agreed that it was 
the right decision as the country 
begins Brexit negotiations. 

Transport secretary Chris Gray¬ 
ling told the Epsom Guardian: “I 
was quite surprised, but I’m very 
much of the view that we need to 
secure strong, stable leadership 
for the Brexit process.” 

The Epsom and Ewell MP add¬ 
ed: “In and around Westminster 
we have other parties lining up to 
cause problems for the negotiating 
strategy. What this decision does, 
is end uncertainty. 

“Every vote for the Conserva¬ 
tives in this election will strength¬ 


en Britain’s hand in the Brexit ne¬ 
gotiations.” 

Meanwhile Crispin Blunt, 
chairman of the Foreign Affairs 
Select Committee, told BBC News: 
“There is a perfectly sound case 
for (calling the election). 

“In terms of delivering Brexit 

- which is the biggest decision for 
the country to re-orientate our¬ 
selves - it has got to be delivered, 
and it makes sense to make sure 
she has got a significant mandate 
from the election to get it done.” 

Mrs May made the announce¬ 
ment as the Conservatives drew 21 
points ahead of Labour in the polls 

- its biggest lead in nine years. 

But Messrs Grayling and Blunt 

denied calling the election was a 


political power grab. 

Reigate and Banstead MP Mr 
Blunt said: “It is in the interests of 
the country that we have a leader 
with authority to deliver the big¬ 
gest change in our country’s glob¬ 
al position for 40 years. 

“Opinion polls suggest that the 
country recognises that the deci¬ 
sion has been taken and what we 
need now to do is actually get it 
delivered.” 

Mr Grayling MP for Epsom and 
Ewell said he had not had time to 
put together a local manifesto, but 
added: “My approach will be to 
carry on being a national politi¬ 
cian as well as a local campaigner 
fighting to protect the future of 
Epsom Hospital.”

Friends and family gathered to remember TV star personality Paddy Doherty’s father 

Hundreds mourn 'the father of 
all travellers’ on Easter Monday

TRAVELLERS from across the UK 
and Ireland came together for the fu¬ 
neral of the “father of all travellers”. 

Friends and family attended a 
service to remember TV personality 
Paddy Doherty’s father. 

Hundreds of mourners joined 
the Big Fat Gypsy Wedding and Big 
Brother star to say goodbye to Simon 
Doherty at St Michael’s Church in 
Ashtead on Monday. 

The great-grandfather, who was in 
his 80s, died in hospital in Epsom last 
week surrounded by his family after 
battling an ongoing illness. 

More than a dozen silver Rolls Roy- 
ces, each bearing the Irish tricolour, 
lined up outside the church. 

Mr Doherty’s coffin was embla¬ 
zoned with the colours of the Irish 
flag and the message: “Simon Do¬ 
herty - Blacksmith, King of all Do¬ 
herty’s”. 

“He was like Mafia in his own way, 
not in a bad way. Any trouble, they 
would go to him,” his 58-year-old for¬ 
mer bare knuckle fighter son said. 

“He was like the godfather - what 
he said was law. He said, ‘I want no 
one crying at my funeral, I want 
them happy, singing - and get them 
drunk’.” 

He sat with his hand resting on his 
father’s coffin throughout the service 
and tributes, which included video 
footage of Mr Doherty in a horse race 
and a group of Irish dancers. 

“He wasn’t an average man - he 
was outstanding, a great man,” he 
added. 

“Everything had to be five stars 
for him, he lived the best and was 
the best. My poor mother, her heart 
is broken. 

“I’m so grateful how many peo¬ 
ple have turned out. We just want 


everything to go well, everything has 
to be tremendous and over the top.” 

Close family members wore red 
ties - Mr Doherty’s favourite colour - 
which they threw into his grave at St 
Mary’s Catholic Cemetery at Kensal 
Green, north London. 


The coffin was driven to the ceme¬ 
tery in a horse and carriage and ac¬ 
companied by bagpipes. 

Flowers were laid at the grave 
in the shape of an Irish shamrock, 
horseshoes, bottles of whisky, pint of 
Guinness and a Rolls Royce. 


A bunch of green shamrock bal¬ 
loons and six white doves were re¬ 
leased into the air as laments were 
sung at the graveside. 

Mr Doherty, known as Simey, had 
15 children and more than 150 grand¬ 
children and great-grandchildren. 


Cheers greet gate 
plan rejection 

THE decision to throw out 
“horrific” plans to provide 
a gate to a field on greenbelt 
land was greeted with cheers 
and applause by concerned 
residents. 

Residents living near the 
field in Burgh Heath Road, 
Epsom, were concerned the 
application would open the 
gate for further development, 
including housing. 

A strip of land on the 
western part of field had 
been sold off and no formal 
agreement for access to 
the field had been reached, 
planning officer James 
Udall told Epsom and Ewell 
Borough Council’s planning 
committee last week. 

The applicant wanted 
to remove about 34 metres 
of hedgerow to provide 
a 3.5-metre wide gate on 
tarmac standing to allow 
tractors, quadbikes and hay 
balers to gain access. The 
applicant believed vehicles 
would likely need to access 
the field 30 times a year. 

But the proposal was 
rejected on Wednesday, April 
12, with only committee vice 
chairman Mike Teasdale 
voting in favour of it, as 
councillors argued cutting 
away hedgerow for the gate 
would impact the landscape 
and alter the area’s 
distinctiveness. 

Councillor Tina Mountain 
who had called the 
application in for a decision, 
described the plans as 
“horrific”. She said: “There 
is no reason to have this 
hard standing on the green 
belt - especially when, on 
average, it is going to be used 
30 times a year.” 

Residents’ Association 
Councillor Graham Dudley 
questioned the need for 
tarmac alongside the gate, 
and why greenbelt policy 
should allow this. 

“There must be thousands 
of fields across the country 
which have access from the 
public highway,” he said. 


Plan for non-students to 
live in block is rejected 


Residents’ fears that changing 
plans for student flats near a 
wildlife habitat would exacer¬ 
bate traffic issues were allayed 
last week, as councillors unan¬ 
imously threw out an applica¬ 
tion to allow non-students to live 
there. 

Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council’s planning committee 
unanimously refused an appli¬ 
cation to allow non-students to 
live on the future site of a 77-bed 
block of student flats in Mill 
Road, Epsom last Wednesday, 
April 12. 

Councillors had approved 
plans for flats for students from 
the University of Creative Arts 
(UCA) in November 2015, but 
the applicant, Shrewsbury de¬ 
velopers Loganberry Ltd, had 
sought to change it to also allow 
non-students to live there. 

The developers were not rep¬ 
resented at the meeting, but in 
the application, a spokesman 
wrote that UCA was no longer 
willing to formally sign up to the 


units, and so “the construction 
of this accommodation is now 
uncertain.” 

Julie Morris, a landscape gar¬ 
dener from Mill Road lamented 
that plans had expanded from an 
initial application for ten family 
homes. 

She questioned whether the 
site was “fit for purpose” now 
that the area was intended to 
provide accommodation for stu¬ 
dents. 

She told the committee: “This 
development would generate in¬ 
creased traffic. 

“This whole section is single 
yellow line, and we would lose 
all that as well. “ 

Approval for the student flats 
was given 18 months ago despite 
planning officers’ recommen¬ 
dation that it be rejected due to 
concerns over flood risks and 
upsetting local wildlife, includ¬ 
ing badgers, foxes, lizards, stag 
beetles and plants. 

Ms Morris last night an¬ 
nounced residents planned to

create a trust to look after the 
wildlife. 

She added: “It is terribly dis¬ 
appointing that everything was 
razed to the ground. 

“This is badger territory, and 
it sad that for a year or two, the 
creatures and wildlife have not 
had the benefit of that.” 

Councillor Graham Dudley 
said: “Parking is an issue. That 
road is blocked up during the 
day time. 

“Student parking is possibly 
the only use for this site that I 
can think of that would generate 
much less parking. 

“There are badger setts there, 
and there should be concerns 
about that.”

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Top council earners over £100k revealed 


Head says rise in gun and knife crime a ‘concern’ 


MORE than 2,000 council employ¬ 
ees in England and Wales are 
earning at least £100,000 a year, 
while council tax has increased 
and services have been reduced, a 
study has found. 

London had the greatest num¬ 
ber of council employees earn¬ 
ing more than £100,000, with 450. 
It was followed by the south-east, 
which had 368, according to the 
Taxpayers’ Alliance’s Town Hall 
Rich List. 

The study identified at least 
2,314 staff whose total pay pack¬ 
et exceeded six figures in 2015-16 
- up 89 on the previous year - but 
the Taxpayers’ Alliance said was 


“likely to be an understatement” 
because of inconsistencies with 
the way councils present their 
data. 

A total of 539 council employ¬ 
ees also received packages worth 
more than £150,000 in 2015-16 - up 
53 on the previous year. 

John O’Connell, chief executive 
of the group, which campaigns 
for smaller government and lower 
taxes, said: “The average council 
tax bill has gone up by more than 
£900 over the last 20 years and 
spending has gone through the 
roof. 

“Disappointingly, many local 
authorities are now responding to 


financial reality through further 
tax rises and reducing services 
rather than scaling back top pay. 

“Despite many in the public 
sector facing a much-needed pay 
freeze to help bring the public 
finances under control, many 
town hall bosses are continuing to 
pocket huge remuneration pack¬ 
ages, with the number of people 
on six-figure deals actually going 
up since last year.

TACKLING violent crime 
will be the top priority for 
the new Metropolitan Po¬ 
lice commissioner, even if 
that means a rise in stop 
and searches. 

Cressida Dick, who took 
up her post on April 10, 
said the recent rise in gun 
and knife crime in London 
is a “huge concern”. 

Her comments come 
after the Met released fig¬ 
ures last week showing a 
24 per cent rise in knife 
crime and a 42 per cent rise 
in gun crime in the last 
year. 

Ms Dick, the Met’s first 
female chief, said the de¬ 
cline in the use of stop and 
search powers was very 
“very positive” but they 
were important when it 
comes to knife crime. 

She said: “I think it is an 
extremely important tactic 
and an extremely impor¬ 
tant tool properly used. 

“When the officers are 
acting lawfully, courteous¬ 
ly and are held to account,

I will absolutely support 
them. 

“If in the fight against 
knife crime, the numbers 


of stops and searches go 
up, then I will be support¬ 
ing them in that as well.” 

Police forces in the past 
have been found guilty 
of not following the rules 
when it comes to stop and 
searches and black people 
are often targeted dispro¬ 
portionately. 

The police commission¬ 
er addressed the issue of 
funding cuts and admitted 
there would be more in the 
future. 

She said: “The Met has 
taken £600 million out over 
the last few years. 

“That is a lot of money. 
If there are services we 
have to cut back on, I will 
be upfront about that and I 
will explain why.” 

She added: “I am not say¬ 
ing officers won’t attend (a 
burglary). 

“I am not saying that we 
won’t assess it. Of course 
we will. We will take a first 
report and we will look at 
what we have got and we 
will try to support the vic¬ 
tim in whatever way we 
can. 

“But we are not going to 
go in for meaningless ac¬ 
tivity”

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HEALTH IN FOCUS ‘Game changing’ treatment works for stroke patients in 80 to 90 per cent of cases 

South London stroke treatment to be 
rolled out across the rest of the country 



ANDERS Anglesey looks into 
a ‘game-changing’ stroke treat¬ 
ment that could give patients 
a greater chance of making a 
strong recovery, which started 
in south London and is being 
rolled out across the country. 

My father did not recognise 
me the last time I saw him. He 
had been bedridden for the 
best part of four weeks, unable 
to move the right side of his 
body and could not carry out 
basic tasks such as swallowing 
food or independently visit the 
toilet. 

It was heart breaking to see 
a man who had been so fiercely 
independent being reduced to 
almost infant-like dependency. 

I kissed his forehead and 
told him I loved him. He died 
two days later, holding my 
brother’s hand. 

When he was first admit¬ 
ted to hospital he was given 
a thrombolytic, commonly 
called a clot buster, which 
aims to break-up the cause of 
the blockage in a blood vessel 
and restore flow to the brain. 
Unfortunately the drug, fed 
through an IV tube, failed. 

This is not uncommon, ac¬ 


cording to Dr Jeremy Ma- 
digan, consultant diagnos¬ 
tic and interventional at St 
George’s hospital, in Tooting, 
about 70 per cent of patients 
fail to benefit fully from the 
drug. 

But the hospital has pi¬ 
oneered the ‘mechanical 
thrombectomy’ treatment 
that provides an 80 to 90 per 
cent chance of clearing the 
blockage, which will be rolled 
out to all 24 NHS neurology 
centres in England. During 
treatment a small tube is in¬ 
serted into an artery in the 
groin and is manoeuvred 
towards the brain. When 
it reaches the clot it either 
sucks it into the tube or pulls 
it out using a wire. 

The acute stroke unit at St 
George’s was the first in the 
UK to have a fully staffed, 
around the clock, thrombec¬ 
tomy service and adminis¬ 
ters care to more than 1,200 
patients each year. 

Juliet Bouverie, chief ex¬ 
ecutive at the Stroke Associ¬ 
ation, called the procedure 
‘a real game changer which 
can save lives and reduce 


St George’s hospital, in Tooting 

the chances of someone be¬ 
ing severely disabled after a 
stroke.’ She said: “Stroke is 
the fourth biggest killer in 
the UK, and a leading cause 
of disability. Current treat¬ 
ment options are limited and 
do not always work. 


“The decision by NHS Eng¬ 
land could give thousands of 
critically ill stroke patients 
an increased chance of mak¬ 
ing a better recovery. It could 
mean more stroke survivors 
living independently in their 
own homes, returning to 


work and taking control of 
their lives again as a result. 

“However, thrombectomy 
is a complicated procedure. 
Its delivery across England 
will need significant chang¬ 
es to NHS stroke services, 
as well as an increase in the 


number of trained profes¬ 
sionals who can carry out the 
procedure so that as many 
people as possible can benefit 
from this powerful new treat¬ 
ment.” 

Professor Tony Rudd, na¬ 
tional clinical director for 
stroke at NHS England, said: 
“The quality of care and sur¬ 
vival rates for stroke are now 
at record levels, and NHS 
England is committed to 
fast-tracking new and effec¬ 
tive treatments, particularly, 
as in this case, where they 
deliver long-term benefits for 
both patients and the taxpay¬ 
er. We will therefore now be 
working with and investing 
in specialist stroke services 
across the country to ensure 
we can introduce this out to 
all patients who would bene¬ 
fit, as soon as possible.” 

According to the Stroke 
Association there are more 
than 100,000 cases of strokes 
in the UK each year. 

Almost two thirds of sur¬ 
vivors leave hospital with a 
disability.

More free schools are 
approved by ministers

ANOTHER 131 free schools have 
been approved by the Govern¬ 
ment, the largest during this Par¬ 
liament. 

According to ministers, the 
move will create around 69,000 
places for pupils. 

Education Secretary Justine 
Greening said the decision will 
“give parents more choices” and 
offer a good education to children 
regardless of their background or 
“however different their talents”. 

Labour argue it will be “enor¬ 
mously expensive and inefficient”. 

Free schools are non-selective, 
new state schools that are not un¬ 
der local council control and have 
freedom over areas such as staff 
pay and the curriculum. 

The new wave will include a 
secondary school in Dartford put 
forward by the Endeavour Multi 
Academy Trust, which currently 
runs two grammar schools. 

Others include the Flagship 
School in Hastings, a special 
school being led by parents which 
will offer 56 places for nine to 


16-year-olds and Sapientia Prima¬ 
ry Prep School for five to 11-year- 
olds, proposed by the Sapientia 
Education Trust, which runs 
Wymondham College - the largest 
state boarding school in England. 

More than 10,000 extra places 
will be available in London, with 
the introduction of 18 new free

schools. 

The move comes at a time the 
country is experiencing a school 
funding crisis. 

The Government’s proposed 
plans to introduce a ‘fair funding 
formula’ (FFF) will result in mon¬ 
ey being spread out more equally 
across England but a loss of fund¬ 
ing of £3 billion across the country 

A recent survey by the Associ¬ 
ation of Teachers and Lecturers 
(ATL) suggested that parents are 
being asked to pay for textbooks, 
art materials and to buy tickets 
for school plays and sports events 
in an attempt by schools to bridge 
the funding gap. 

Around 800 free schools have 
been either approved or built. 

A report from the National Au¬ 
dit Office reported that opening 
833 free schools by 2021 would cost 
£9.7 billion. 

The Shadow Education Sec¬ 
retary Angela Raynor said new 
school places are “welcome and 
necessary”. 

However, she added: “Today’s 
announcement alone almost cer¬ 
tainly comes with a huge price tag, 
without necessarily even provid¬ 
ing new school places in the areas 
that need them most.

Rail boss salary shock

FRESH talks between South¬ 
ern Railway and the Rail, 
Maritime and Transport 
(RMT) union to resolve a 
bitter dispute over staffing 
and driver-only trains will be 
held later this month. 

The RMT union announced 
it would be holding talks with 
Southern on Monday, April 
24, and Tuesday, April 25, in 
a bid to bring an end to the 
year-long discord. 

Its statement came after 
the union coordinated a 
walkout on Saturday, April 
8, to coincide with the Grand 
National in Aintree, which 
caused misery for passengers 
who made the journey to Liv¬ 
erpool. 

It was the 31st day of strike 
action taken by RMT members 
over the role of conductors 
and on board supervisors. 

Commenting on the up¬ 
coming meetings RMT gen¬ 
eral secretary Mick Cash 
said: “The union welcomes 
the opportunity to engage 


with Southern Rail in fur¬ 
ther talks. We would prefer 
the process to get under way 
sooner if that was possible. 

“We expect there to be no 


efforts to undermine these 
important talks from other 
parties and that they will 
be allowed to take place free 
from external interference.” 


A Southern spokesman 
said: “We’re pleased to be 
meeting the RMT later this 
month in a bid to end the 
dispute.” 


THE man in charge of South¬ 
ern Rail was paid almost 
£500,000 despite the service 
being crippled by strikes and 
tumbling profits. 

Charles Horton, chief ex¬ 
ecutive of Govia Thameslink 
Railway (GTR), pocketed 
£495,000 in the last financial 
year, figures revealed. 

He was paid £478,000 by 
GTR and received a further 
£17,000 from Southern Rail¬ 
way Limited. 

News of his pay comes 
amid a bitter dispute between 
the franchise and transport 
unions over driver-only oper¬ 
ated trains, which disrupted 
journeys for millions of pas¬ 
sengers. 

As well as the embattled 
operator routinely ranking 
lowest in customer satisfac¬ 
tion polls, its parent company 
also suffered a profit slump 
of more than £15million in 
the last year. 

The chaos that has 


engulfed Southern, charac¬ 
terised by 31 strikes since 
April last year, resulted in 
repeated apologies from 
Go-Ahead, which owns GTR. 

Mr Horton received his 
increased packet despite Go- 
Ahead’s chief executive Da¬ 
vid Brown having refused to 
be considered for an annual 
bonus and a pay increase in 
September, citing the ongo¬ 
ing crisis. 

He was previously paid 
£493,000 in 2015. Of this 
£230,000 was paid by South¬ 
ern Rail, which operated as 
a separate entity in GTR, in 
the first six months of the 
year. 

He was then paid £263,000 
in the second half of the year 
after Southern became part 
of the parent company. 

A spokesman for Southern 
Rail said: “As a matter of 
policy we do not discuss the 
remuneration of any of our 
employees.”

Just how important is physical education? 


'Physically inactive 
people cost health 
service upto£1.2bn’ 


IF you are reading this there is a 
good chance that you are among 
the 20 million people in the UK 
who are physically inactive, at 
least that is according to figures 
recently released by the British 
Heart Foundation. 

Physically inactive people end 
up costing the UK health service 
as much as £1.2billion, accord¬ 
ing to the report. Government 
guidelines say you are inactive 
if you do less than 150 minutes 
exercise per week. 

The British Heart Foundation 
report, published earlier this 
month, found: “The average man 
in the UK spends a fifth of their 
lifetime sitting - the equivalent 
of 78 days each year. For women 
this is around 74 days a year.” 

The crisis spreads across the 
country, but in Richmond the 
council has taken steps to stop 
the problem. 

Councillor Meena Bond, Rich¬ 
mond council cabinet member 
for sport, said: “There are more 
than 200 sports clubs with an 
estimated 32,500 members and 
Richmond Council provides 
superb sports facilities which 
have swimming pools and gyms 
and have an annual attendance 
which exceeds one million vis¬ 


its. This investment is paid off 
when you see that our residents 
live the longest in the UK and 
our obesity levels our low 

“We know from Sport England 
surveys that over 50 per cent 
of Richmond residents, over 14 
years old, take part in at least 30 
minutes of physical activity at 
least once a week.” 

In statistics provided by 
Greenwich council, 43.9 per cent 
of borough children in year six 
are overweight or obese. 

However, PE teachers say 
healthy lifestyles should be en¬ 
couraged from a young age to 
ensure excellence. 

Ryan Creighton, a student 
teacher at St Columba’s in 
Bexleyheath, south east Lon¬ 
don, said physical education in 
schools is more important now 
than ever to provide a basis for 
a healthy lifestyle. 

He, with a team of colleagues, 
will lead a group of students 
from across south London and 
Kent at an international football 
tournament. 

He said: “The opportunity to 
play district football enables 
players to develop further, in 
times of a youth-obesity crisis 
among inner-city children it is 


a welcome addition to the sport¬ 
ing opportunities children in 
London and across the country 
receive. 

“District football is set up 
and run predominantly by PE 
teachers and highlights the im¬ 
portance of physical education 
in providing opportunity for ex¬ 
tra-curricular sport. 

“For many children, their two 
hours of PE at school each week 
are the only exercise they will 
undertake so the more PE de¬ 
partments can take responsibil¬ 
ity for promoting out of school 
activities, the better.” 

The North Kent District U’15 
Football team represented their 
country at an international foot¬ 
ball tournament in Le Portel, 
France over the Easter weekend. 

They played against opposi¬ 
tion from Russia, Belgium, Ro¬ 
mania, France and Scotland. 

Ryan said that a good physical 
education opens opportunities 
such as playing tournaments 
abroad. 

He added: “The tournament 
is the culmination of four years 
of hard work and determination 
from the students and coaching 
staff, having won two Kent cups 
previously.”

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Psychiatrists to decide if man in his sixties is fit to stand trial 

Rape trial postponed 
as defendant tested

PSYCHIATRISTS will determine wheth¬ 
er a man in his sixties is fit to stand trial 
for the rape of a girl at a military reha¬ 
bilitation centre. 

George Wanless, 67, faces nine counts 
of indecent assault and one count of 
buggery. 

The offences are said to have been 
committed against two victims, both 
girls under 16 at the former RAF Head- 
ley Court facility near Epsom in the 
1970s and 1980s. 

Mr Wanless was due to be tried at 
Guildford Crown Court on Tuesday, 
April 18, but it was postponed to allow 
the 67-year-old to undergo psychiatric 
evaluation. 

Mr Wanless, of Belmont Avenue, 
Oldham, pleaded not guilty at the same 
court in August. 

He is due to next appear at Guildford 
Crown Court tomorrow, Friday, April 21.

POLICE have released CCTV 
images after a man was racial¬ 
ly abused and knocked uncon¬ 
scious in a vicious attack in Ep¬ 
som town centre. 

The victim, a man in his 20s, 
was found near the Clocktow- 
er in Epsom High Street with 
serious facial injuries at about 
12.55am on Saturday, April 8.

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Howto appeal if your 
child missed out on th 
first choice... 



This week, 600,000 families wait 
to hear which primary school 
their child has been offered a 
place at. Here's what to do if you 
are unhappy with your child's 
allocation 

Thousands of children are 
expected to miss out on their 
first choice of place at primary 
school this year, as the school-age 
population continues to grow at a 
rapid pace. 

Last year around 12 percent 
of families were rejected for their 
first choice of school, but the 
figure this year is expected to vary 
greatly between regions. 

Places at top-rated state 
schools are in higher demand 
than ever, but don't panic if you 
find you don't get the result you 
wanted. 

Here's what you need to 
know to appeal a decision: 

1. Accept the place your 
child has been offered - even if 
temporarily 

This will not affect your right to 
appeal, but will ensure your child 
has a place in September. 

2. Make sure you respond to 
any request to include your child 
on a waiting list 

Not all schools will have a 
waiting list, but it is recommended 
that you contact your preferred 
school and make your preference 
known. 

3. Do you have grounds for an 
appeal? 

In reception classes, year 1 


and year 2, class sizes are limited 
to 30. Your application could be 
turned down if all the classes 
already have 30 children. 

You can still appeal if 
your child would have been 
offered a place in ordinary 
circumstances. You may be 
successful if: 

• The admission 
arrangements haven't been 
properly followed; 

• The admission criteria are 
not legal according to the school 
admissions appeal code; 

• The decision to refuse your 
child a place isn't considered 
"reasonable". 

If a school declines to offer 
a place to a child and still has 
places left, the independent 
appeal panel can overturn that 
decision. 

How to appeal: 

Parents should contact their 
local authority to inform them 
they are appealing their child's 
school allocation. 

Separate letters must be sent 
for each school, if appealing for 
a place at more than one other 
school. Appeals must be heard 
within 40 days of the deadline 
stated by your local council. 

Local councils are obliged to 
respond to letters with a date for 
a hearing at least 10 days before 
it is due to take place. 

The appeal should be heard on 
neutral grounds by at least three 
volunteers, including one person 


with experience of the education 
system. 

Parents and the admissions 
authority will both be given the 
chance to explain their side. 


The appeals panel must 
decide if the school's admission 
criteria were followed and are 
legal according to the school 
admissions appeals code. If not, 


the parent's appeal must be 
upheld. If a school has declined to 
offer a place to a child but still has 
places remaining, the independent 
appeal panel will balance the child 


or family's circumstances against 
the reasons for refusal given by the 
school. 

A decision will be made within 
five days of the hearing.

BAT DAD COOKED 


TIME: 30 minutes SERVES: 2 LEVEL: Easy 

Nasi goreng has become something of a 
national signature dish, yet it is usually made 
from leftovers. No surprise then that our main 
ingredients were leftovers. Pete and Leo Wil¬ 
liamson ofWhatDadCooked.com reconstruct¬ 
ed a proper recipe - but actually with this dish 
anything goes. 

WHAT YOU NEED: 

280g precooked rice - best bought ready 
cooked, or use leftover rice 

5 rashers streaky bacon - or other leftover 
meat 

Assorted vegetables - best as leftovers 
- e.g. all or some of the following: a small 
handful of blanched mange tout, one small 
sliced blanched carrot, half a red pepper 
sliced, a stick of celery sliced, small handful 
beansprouts, chopped pakchoi 

2 large eggs 

Fried shallots - ready cooked from Oriental 
grocers 

Fresh chopped coriander 

FOR THE SAUCE: 

1 shallot chopped 

1 red chilli chopped - to taste 

2 large cloves of garlic 

1 tbs ginger chopped 

1 tbs tomato puree 

1 tsp shrimp paste - or to taste (optional) 

2 tbs tamarind paste made by adding water 
to seeded block of tamarind - or 1 tbs lemon 
or lime 

1 tbs ketjap manis - or 1 tbs soy with 1 tsp 
sugar 


HOW DAD COOKED IT: 

This should be made in stages. Keep 
everything in separate bowls in a warm place 
and then assemble at the end. 

Make the omelettes. Heat a large nonstick 
frying pan and then add a drizzle of groundnut 
oil. Whisk the eggs in a bowl and add half to 
the pan, swirling the pan round until a thin even 
layer of egg is set on the bottom (if there is too 
much egg pour it back into the bowl whilst still 
uncooked). Carefully turn the egg over when 
set - when cooked remove from the pan and 
roll the omelette into a cylinder and slice, set 
aside. Repeat using the remaining egg. 

Cook the sauce. Fry the shallot, chilli, gar¬ 
lic and ginger in a little groundnut oil using a 
wok or large frying pan on a medium heat for 
5 minutes. Add the tomato, shrimp paste, tam¬ 
arind and soy and sugar (if using) cook for 2 
more minutes. NB: if using ketjap manis - add 
this at the end of the final stir fry. 

Cook the meat and vegetables. Fry the ba¬ 
con with a little oil in a wok or large frying pan 
until it starts to brown, add the other vegeta¬ 
bles and stir-fry until cooked. Put in a bowl and 
set aside. 

Stir-fry the rice. Fry the rice in a wok or large 
frying pan with a little groundnut oil and fry 
until piping hot. 

Combine the ingredients. Add the other in¬ 
gredients in the following order - with each 
stir to combine and heat through: first add the 
meat and vegetables to the rice, then add the 
sauce, then the omelettes and finally ketjap 
manis. Taste and adjust the seasoning. 

Serve. Garnish with fresh coriander and 
fried shallots.

ASSESSMENT 


The UK housing market continues 
to lack impetus, with new buyer 
enquiries and agreed sales stagnant 
in March. The number of properties 
coming on to the market also 
dropped further and consequently 
respondents to our latest Residential 
Market Survey have reduced 
predictions for sales growth in the 
year ahead. 

- WANING INTEREST FROM 
PROSPECTIVE BUYERS: New 

buyer enquiries in the UK were 
reported to be flat for a third 
successive month in March, and 
although the picture remains mixed 
across the UK, the areas with 
declining buyer interest outweigh 
those with increasing demand. 

The strongest growth in new buyer 
enquiries was seen in Northern 
Ireland and the South West (+34 and 
+22 net balances respectively); and, 
on a bright note for London, buyer 


interest has been increasing modestly 
over the last four months (+9 net 
balance in March). 

New instructions to sell 
fell noticeably with 13% more 
respondents seeing a fall in fresh 
listing rather than a rise over the 
month. Stock on estate agents 
books has consequently dipped to 
a new record low with branches (on 
average) now holding only 43 unsold 
properties. 

-IMPACT ON SALES: 

Consequently, there has been 
an impact on sales activity with 
transaction volumes failing to rise 
across the UK in each of the last 
four surveys. In March, 3% more 
respondents saw a fall in agreed 
sales rather than a rise; that said, 
sales did rise relatively firmly in 
Wales, Scotland and Northern 
Ireland. Going forward, the national 
near-term sales outlook also appears 



somewhat subdued (+16% to +12% 
in March). 

The lack of supply in the market 
continues to underpin prices, with 
22% more respondents seeing a 
rise over the last month across the 
UK, however, the difference between 
central London and the rest of the UK 
continues to widen. If figures from 
the capital are excluded from the 
headline figure, price growth in the 
UK has accelerated since December 


and price rises in the North West are 
particularly strong. 

- LONDON AND FURTHER 
AHEAD: Prices in central London 
have progressively deteriorated and 
at 49%, the net balance was the 
weakest since 2009. Nevertheless, 
14% more respondents from London 
anticipate prices will be higher in 
twelve month's time. 

Further ahead, sales expectations 
over the next 12 months were 


reduced with 24% more respondents 
predicting a rise — down from +37% 
in February. Moreover, expectations 
for year ahead sales growth were 
reduced in eight of the twelve UK 
regions/countries covered. 

- RENTAL PROJECTIONS: 

In the lettings market, tenant 
demand continued to rise as 
11% more respondents noted an 
increase (rather than a fall) on a 
non-seasonally adjusted basis. Even 


so, demana growth remains more 
modest than in March 2016. New 
landlord instructions also remain in 
negative territory for a sixth straight 
month, and the imbalance between 
supply and demand continues to 
drive rents upwards. Contributors 
anticipate further growth in rents in 
most areas over the next year with 
the exception of the capital, where 
rents are anticipated to continue to 
decline over the near term.

The Kia Rio supermini has been 
rejuvenated in fourth generation form. 
JONATHAN CROUCH takes a look... 



BACKGROUND: For buyers, the 
supermini category has never been 
more important. Why? Because 
modern examples of the breed are 
now for the first time large enough 
to function as complete family 
cars. Take, for example, the model 
we're looking at here, Kia's fourth 
generation Rio. It's as big as a turn of 
the century Astra or Focus from the 
Family Hatchback segment, the next 
pricier class up. More importantly, it's 
the first really top class supermini the 
Korean brand has ever bought us. 

It's a progression that anyone 
familiar with Kia will have been 
expecting. The first two generations 
of Rio were quite embarrassing but 
the MK3 model of 2011 was pretty 
class-competitive. 

When the wraps came off this 
fourth generation version in the 
autumn of 2016 though, it was clear 
that it was going to be a bit more 
than that. Here's a car that targets 
nothing less than the top of the 
segment in terms of the things that 
really matter to supermini buyers - 
styling, running costs and everyday 
practicality. How close it gets is what 
we're here to find out. 


DRIVING EXPERIENCE: Kia is well 
aware that driving dynamics weren't 
a strong selling point of the previous 
third generation Rio, hence the efforts 
put in to making this MK4 model more 
agile and interesting to drive. 

The stiffer bodyshell should 
help here and it also allowed the 
development team to introduce a 
more compliant suspension system. 
This Rio benefits from a revised spring 
and damper set-up than the old 
model, improving the car's compliance 
and comfort at all speeds, while 
supposedly facilitating more enjoyable, 
engaging handling characteristics. A 
repositioned power steering gearbox 
should provide greater feel through 
the helm too. 

The previous generation Rio 
model didn't advance existing engine 
technology too much, so it's good 
to see that Kia has made a bit more 
effort on this front this time round. 

Key to the line-up is the down-sized 
three cylinder 1.0-litre T-GDI petrol unit 
we first saw on the facelifted MK2 
model cee'd family hatch, offered 
here - as there - with either 99 or 
118bhp power outputs, in both cases 
accompanied by 172Nm of torque. 


The lightweight nature of thisT-GDI 
powerplant should benefit the Rio's 
front-end handling, with less mass 
and inertia for the car to work against 
under cornering. Less sophisticated 
are the 83bhp 1.25 and 98bhp 
1.4-litre MPI petrol units, a comment 
also applicable to the 1.4-litre diesel 
engine, which produces 89bhp. All 
engines apply power to the front 
wheels. There's a five-speed manual 
transmission for the base 1.25-litre 
petrol unit and the 99bhp 1.0-litre 
T-GDI powerplant. Otherwise, your 
Rio will come with a six-speed manual 


'box. There's a 4-speed auto option on 
the petrol 1.4. 

DESIGN: This fourth generation 
Rio certainly looks more distinctive, 
the front end characterised by the 
latest evolution of Kia's 'tiger-nose' 
grille, now thinner in height and wider 
across the front of the car, with a 
gloss black grille cover. The grille is 
integrated with the newly-designed bi¬ 
function headlights, more sculpted for 
a sharper look, and featuring a new 
U-shaped LED daytime running light 
signature. In profile, the lengthened, 
more balanced stance is achieved 


with a long bonnet and longer front 
overhang, a 10mm longer wheelbase 
(up to 2,580mm), a thinner, more 
upright C-pillar, and a shorter rear 
overhang. Overall, the new car is 
15mm longer than its predecessor, at 
4,065mm in length, and 5mm lower 
(now 1,450mm tall). 

Inside, the restyled cabin feels 
more up-market, helped by gloss black 
trim that lines the central section of a 
dashboard now more angled towards 
the driver. At the centre of the fascia 
is a high-resolution touchscreen. 

Below, the driver-oriented centre 


console features fewer buttons, with 
more ergonomic, concave switches 
and rotator dials below to control the 
heating and ventilation. 

MARKET: Rio pricing hasn't 
changed too much, so as before, 
this car sits in the £12,000 to 
£18,000 bracket. That might sound 
a lot but most variants will be sold 
in the £14,000 to £16,000 bracket, 
which makes this one of the more 
affordable Fiesta-sized superminis 
out there. As before, the sales focus 
for the UK will be on the five-door 
bodystyle.

Play-off pain 
for Robins 
as Terrors 
leave it late

FOOTBALL: Jordan Wilson's 
dramatic 84th minute goal 
brought Tooting and Mitcham 
United to within touching 
distance of the Ryman South 
championship on Monday and 
dealt a crushing blow to Car¬ 
shalton Athletic's own promo¬ 
tion hopes. 

In front of a decent derby 
crowd of 697 at the KNK Sta¬ 
dium, Wilson pounced to score 
the vital goal which means the 
Terrors need to avoid a 5-0 
defeat at second-placed Dork¬ 
ing Wanderers on Saturday to 
claim the title. 

Meanwhile, the Robins are 
left to lick their wounds. They 
sit in sixth place, three points 
out of the play-offs but with a 
goal difference 29 worse off 
than Hastings United who are 
just above them in the table. 

Peter Adeniyi's side now go 
into Saturday's final league 
showdown with lowly East 
Grinstead knowing they have 
little more than pride to play 
for.

SUTTON United boss 
Paul Doswell was delight¬ 
ed with his team’s tally of 
four points from two tough 
National League games over 
the Easter weekend. 

The U’s swept aside 
high-flying Gateshead on Fri¬ 
day 3-0 thanks to a first-half 
penalty from Roarie Deacon 
and a second-half brace from 
Maxime Biamou at Gander 
Green Lane in front of 1,889 
fans. 

The French striker was at 
it again on Monday when he 
scored two more as the U’s 
battled back impressively 
from 2-0 down at half-time 
to earn a point at promotion 
hopefuls Dagenham and 
Redbridge and all-but secure 


safety for this season. 

Doswell was pleased with 
the way his side responded 
at Dagenham having made a 
couple of changes at half-time, 
replacing Jack Jebb and Ben 
Jefford with Craig Dundas and 
Louis John. 

Talking to SUFCtv, Doswell 
said: “Jack deserved another 
chance and I thought it was 
important to take a look at 
him. Ben Jefford was ill be¬ 
fore the game and I think that 
showed in the first half, so we 
had to make some changes. 

“I thought Dundas made 
a huge difference playing up 
top with Biamou. We decid¬ 
ed we couldn’t really play on 
that pitch, so went longer and 
within ten minutes of the 
restart we were back to 2-2. 

“Will Puddy [goalkeeper] 
made a huge save for us when 
it was 2-0. Had that gone it, it 


would have been game over. 

“As we all know, 2-0 can be 
a funny scoreline in football. 
If you get the next goal, then 
you’re right back in it and that 
was the case today” 

Doswell was particularly 
pleased with Biamou’s return 
of four goals in two games 
after the striker was disap¬ 
pointed to be taken off at half¬ 
time in the recent 2-2 with 
basement club Southport. 

The U’s boss said: “I am 
delighted for him because it’s 
his first year in English foot¬ 
ball and he was magnificent 
for us today and on Friday 
against Gateshead. 

“That’s two good games he’s 
put together and I think he’ll 
look back to the Southport 
match as perhaps what was 
needed to bring out his last 
two performances.” 

The U’s now sit in 15th 


place, six points above the 
drop zone with two games 
left and face Chester in their 
final home league game of the 
season on Saturday 

Although Sutton are 
obviously aiming to end on a 
high, the game is of particu¬ 
lar importance to the visi¬ 
tors who still have the threat 
of relegation hanging over 
them. 

Time is running out for 
supporters looking to take 
advantage of Sutton’s early 
bird season ticket offer for 
2017/18 with the April 30 
deadline getting closer. 

Existing season ticket

Hartley took the lead on 62 
minutes, we half cleared the ini¬ 
tial ball into the area, but nobody 
shut the loose ball down, and 
Jack French picked his spot low 
to Bradshaws right for 1-0. 

Three minutes later and it was 
2-0, a poor defensive header by 
Davies only reached Hollamby, 
his ball split our defence allowing 
French to fire beyond Bradshaw. 

On 83 minutes Rovers 
grabbed a lifeline. Joseph won 
the first ball into the box, Aulet¬ 
ta played it back into the dan¬ 
ger area, and Campbell poked 
beyond Strudley and Adam New 
for 2-1 but it was too little, too 
late as the champions held on.
